state That Effort Was Made to SubsUtue 
Diseased Cattle for the Sixteen Pro- 
vided for Private Slaughter. 



The following article is a statement 
made by John. L. Cadmore to the Wau- 
kegan Sun, and la of sufBcient interest 
to the farming community of Lake 
Colinty to warrant it's being copied. ^ 
Editor Sun: ' 

On Friday morning of last week a 
number of farmers of this vicinity were 
at Fortieth and Butlergtreets, Chicago, 
to witness the private slaughtering of 
cows, to demonstrate the presence of 
tuberculin germs. 

This is the treatment we received. 
Instead of a private killing as adver- 
tised, it was a ;wholcsalG slaughter of 
poor grades of condemned cattle, among 
them the sixteen cows, fourteen of 
which had reacted on the tuberculin 
test While these sixteen were in 
their pens, the plucks of two lump- 
jawed steers were sent up for the 
farmers* ijispection, the bearers say- 
ing, ; 'Here are numbers one and two. 
Examin^ ihem and see what they are 
like." .. ' 

Mr. Lumley said to them: "No these 
are not one and . ftvo, for the herd of 
sixteen cows is still in the pen," 

At this time Ira Holdridgc, Lewis 
Bowman and myself were at the pen 
near these sixteen cows and follpwed 
them into the slaughter house and saw 
them killed. Instead of being hung by 
themselves, they were thrown in with 
the worst bunch of carcasses you ever 
saw. Then they ordered our commit- 
tee who were to witness the killing and 
dressing of these sixteen cows, that no 
fraud be practiced, oft the floor, not 
allowing them to see the cows opened. 
Now, Mr.xEditor," there were at least 
thirty carcasses of the worst meat ever 
killed on that floor. Why did they pre- 
vent our committee following those 
cows 'up? They dared not, for they 
'know the cows were healthy and they 
planned to substitute the lump-jawed 
steers and put one over the * 'Rubes. " 

Whenwew'ould not submit to such 
outrages; their 'only recourse was to 
order our committee off the floor, for 
well they knew if the cows were 
opened in their presence, it would be 
the death knell of the tuberculin test, 
as now practiced, and the^killing of as 
fine a graft scheme as was- ever con- 
ceived. 

We will fight this mlsernble graft to 
the bitter end. At the home in St. 
Charies, 111., they have admltedly one 
of the most sanitary barns in the coun- 
try. There, in the past few years, they 
have .condemned ninety cows.* Think 
of it! Common sense will tell you at 
that rate;^the country can not raise 
heifer calves enough to replace the loss 
-of cows. 

Do you wonder that milk is 8 cents 
per quart? ' *^^ 

Give us a law making the state re- 
sponsible, then if they condemn cows 
■in bunches and slaughter them as tHey 
did yesterday, paying a bunch of politi- 
cal shysters to do the work, it will not 
take long to bankrupt this great state 
of Illinois, for there is something over 
fifty millions of cows In northern Illi- 
nois, alone. 

When President Fellows was asked if 
the Milk Producers* association had the 
money to fight this fraud, one hundred- 
men arose to, their feet, each holding 
aloft a five dollar bill and cried: "Here! 
Here! And we'll mortgage our home 
if necessary rather than submit to this 
wholesale robbery." 

If the authorities Intend being honest 
with us, why was our committee not 
permitted to see those cows opened 
and why were those cows slaughtered 
with a lot of cattle that were a dis- 
grace to any civilized country? Such 
animals should never be shipped to any 
c^ty. but be killed and buried or burned 
on the farm, 

AllowIn^BUch cattle to be shipped to 
Chicago wiU spread more disease than 
all the health oflicers in the world can 
obliterate! What becomes of the meat 
irom those cattle! They shy they 
rendeirit Do they? There is some- 
thing worthy, of investigation. /

GALLAGHER 

IS RELEASED 

fROM JAIL 

Judge Donnelly Monday afternoon 
convened circuit court and one of the 
first things done was to order the re- 
lease from the county jail of John Gal- 
laghnrofWadaworth, the young man 
found guilty of shooting Miss Loretta 
Doyle of that place. He was sentenced 
at the last term of court and his 
sentence was not up until March 15th. 

However, a large number of farmers 
in the vicinity of his home, in fact all 
of them it is claimed, the number being 
123, signted petitions which were circul- 
ated . and these were presented 
'with the request that Gallagher be re- 
leased. The motion for the mitiagation 
ofsentence was made by State's Attor- 
ney Dady. 

A. S. Chandler who lives west of 
Gurnee wiis one of the prime movers in 
the circulation of the petitionrfl Others 
took up the matter and inside of one 
day the 123 signers were secured. 

The signers avercdthatOallagherhad 
always been an upright young man up 
to the time of the shooting and they as- 
serted that ho already had received 
sufficient punisliment, having served 
dverhalf of his Sentence, 

After Judge Donnelly had ordered the 
release of the young man. Sheriff Green 
went to the jail immediately and broke 
the good news to Gallagher, who was 
overjoyed. It came to him as a sur- 
prise.

Attorney Peter Fisher of Kenosha 
was in Waukegan Monday to confer 
with State's Attorney Dady relative to 
the bondsmen of Fred Ames settling 
with the county of Lake in the $27,350 
shortage which is laid up against Ames. 

The two attorneys were in conference 
a greater part of the day. In the after- 
noon Mr. Dady stated that he could not 
say anything regarding their talk, that 
nothing had been arrived at up to that 
time. 

However, It is known, that the main 
reason for the conference is that the 
Kenosha attorney, representing the 
Lake county bondsmen, that is, the 
men who signed Anies' county bond, 
was trying to show the state's attorney 
that the county bondsmen' are not ac- 
countable,to the county for all of the 
shortage, that there are two items of 
about $8,000 each which should be 
charged against the state bond signers. 

However, Mr. Dady admitted for.the 
first time how he feels about the mat- 
ter. ' He declared that in his opinion, 
the state bondsmen have nothing to ac- 
count for in the Ames shortage biif the 
county bondsmen must pay over to the 
county all of the shortage, or about 
$27,350. 

Mr: Fisher.takes the stand that the 
county bondsmen are not holden for all 
this amount and therefore indications 
are that the conference is likely to be 
nonproductive of results so far as 
bringing a settlement with the county 
is concerned. 

Mr. Dady^is insistent that the county 
bondsmen stand all the shortage and 
he argued it .with Mr. Fisher all day. 
Mr. Fisher is equally firm that the 
state bondsmen are holden for some of 
the money and he is trying to prove it 
to the state. ^ t 

The fact that the state's attorney 
has expressed his opinion 'and the 
bondsmen's attorney is also firm in his 
belief, indicates that they will be un- 
able to agree and that the matter will 



not be settled until a final decision in 
the courts is obtained. This will take 
some time and therefore it is very 
evident that the county of Lake will 
not have its money for some time to 
come. The state bondsmen, all Wau- 
kegan men, will lend the state what- 
ever aid it might need in this fight for 
it means that, if they win, they will 
not have to pay over several thousand 
dollars while if they lose, they will 
have to "come across." In other 
words, it's to be a scrap between the 
two sets of bondsmen to see who must 
pay for the shortage; one set admits 
its responsibility for part of the short- 
age, the other set insists it is not ac- 
countable for any, that Ames settled 
with the state for all funds which their 
bond covered, ,_ . 

Wednesday was the last day on 
which the bondBmen_had to redeem 
their obligations to Lake county. 

On that day, if they had not cancelled 
their shares pf the alleged shortage of 
527.000, State's Attorney Dady de- 
clared that he would enter suit without 
further ado. 

**We don't care who pavs the county 
its money," he said, "What we wish 
is the money — the amount of the short- 
age, from the bondsmen. 

"1 can not state anything in regard 
to the state and county bond securities. 
All I can say is that the county must 
have its money. 

"The suits, if filed, will of course 
come up at the March term of the ' cir- 
cuit court I do not think the bonds- 
men are stalling or trying to avoid 
their liability. 

"The Price suit does not afltect the 
county collecting the amount of the 
shortage from the Ames bondsmen at 
all, and the payment of the shortage by 
the bondsmen is not contingent on the 
result of the Price-Orvis-Beaubien suit 
That's a matter for the bondsmen. 
Price and the other parties, to settle, 
and does not concern Lake county."

'Fred Weinburger of Lak6 Villa co- 
cupies a cell in Chicage and his wife. 
Saddle is injured as the result of a, dra- 
matic shooting affray in a crowded cafe 
of Chicago. The shooting took place 
Saturday in the presence of 200 men and 
women patrons and a score of employes 
and cause a panic, some of the guests 
overturning chairs and tablets in a mad 
scramble for the exits. 

It was in the cafe kept by Fredinand 
Buxfaum at State and 22d street at a 
time when the'placo was filled with 
many auto parties and late diners that 
Weinberber and his wife were talking 
quietly at a table when suddenly he 
jumped up and shouted: 

"If you don't go with me you will go 
in an ambulance." 

As he spoke he drew a pistol and fired. 
Women screamed, while employes 
quickly disarmed Weinberger and look- 
ed after the wounded woman, who* had 
fallen to the floor without a cry. 



The women was taken to the hospital 
where it was found that .her injuries 
were slight The bullet entered her 
aide, Weinberger made no attempt to 

escape. , ' 

"If she don't die this time I'll shoot 
her again," he shouted as he was led 
away to a cell. i 

The Weinberger's pritted two months 
ago and Mrs. Weinberger had been liv- 
ing at 1820 Wasbash avenue. 

Visiting her in an effort to reach an 
agreement, they spent several hours 
together visiting places of amusement, 
and later went to Buxbaum's cafe. A 
few mintes after they had been seated 
Weinberger arose and shot her. 

Weinberger yjaa employed last sum- 
mer byj. J. McMahon as a bartender, 
but this winter he has been working at 
the Knickerbocker ice house, He is 
quite will known around here having 
played in the base ball team for a couple 
of season.

SACRIFICED 

If Congress finally decides not to in- 
crease the number of federal represen- 
tatives under the new census, and Illi- 
nois loses one congressman it is report- 
ed. at Springfield that the 11th district, 
the old Snapp district, which will be 
represented in the next Congress by 
Colonel Ira C. Copley of Aurora, is the 
one slated for sacrifice. 

The district including Lake county 
and part of Cook may also be changed 
somewhat in the re-apportionment 

It would be necessary, of course, to 
carve out a couple of very grotesque 
looking districts in order to take the 
present 11th district off the map, but it 
could be done. 

In the nth district are the counties 
of Kane, Will, McHenry and DuPage. 
McHenry.and DuPage are small coun- 
ties, comparatively speaking, that 
could be handed over to most any dis- 
trict Will and Kane are two big 
counties. One proposition is to annex 
Kane county to the 27th ward in Chi- 
cago, or some district reaching to the 
west line of Cook county. Under the 
increased ratio of apportionment which 
would be necessary with the increased 
population to keep the total member- 
ship of the House the same as it is now, 
it is figured that Kane county can be 
taken care of in this way. McHenry 
and DuPage could be handed over to 
the present 12th district, represented 
by Charles E. Fuller, by taking one of 
Fuller's counties and annexing it to the 
Peoria district and then sliding another 
county over into the 13th, or old Low- 
den district. '

Others 
lakes in Kenosha county will also be 
stocked this year as several applica- 
tions will be attended to just as soon as 
the fish are ready for planting.

A fund of $2,000,000 is to be raised 
for the support of superannuated min- 
isters of the Methodist EpiscoprI 
church.

"Of this num- 
ber 2,596 are superannuated ministers, 
2,869 are the widows of ministers and 
343 are depent orphan children of these 
who have served in the ranks of the 
ministry. \ 

'•Classifying these various claimants 
on the benevolent fund, it is found that 
of the total amount helped last year 
1,229 received less than $50 each; 16 
received between $51 and $100; 1,9G6 re- 
ceived $101 to $200; 855 from $201 to 
$300; 192 from $301 to $400; 57 from 
$401 to $500; four from $501 to $600; 
one from $601 to $700. Of the 5,808 
claimants 4,314 received less than $200 
each for u year's support

Washington. — There has been a 
pood deal of gossip, somo earnest and 
Bomo merely flippant, about the proba- 
bility of an extra session of congress. 
At this writing, it does not seem like- 
ly that President Taft will call con- 
gress together ' In extraordinary ses- 
eion in the spring or in the fall, bolnff 
Icontent to wait, perhaps, until the reg- 
'uldr session begins next December, 
[but It should he said that there Is al- 
'waya a chance for a chango of mind. 
' It is perfectly evident that neith- 
er the Republican administration nor 
tho Democratic leadership desires an 
extra sesBlon, and the reasons for the 
like wish are diametrically opposed to 
each other. -The president Is afraid 
that If ho calls on extra eesBlon to put 
his reciprocity agreemei^t into effect, 
if tho Republicans fall to do it nt the 
present session, the Democrats will at 
once begin the work of revising the 
tariff, and thereby, as tho president 
views it, give tho business concorna 
jof the country somo reason to ho dis- 
turbed. 

Mr. Taft seems to think that with a 
rest from tariff legislation for nlno 
months, between March and December, 
tho various industries of tho country 
will bo able to adjust thomselvea to 
the conditions which they think may- 
exist after the party which Is coming 
into power In the house has an oppor- 
tunity to treat the tariff according to 
its inclination. 

The Democratic leaders do not want 
an extra session, in the spring at least, 
because they want to givo tho tenta- 
tive ways and means committee of 
their party a full opportunity to study 
tho tariff schedules from every angle 
and to ho able to decide whether or 
not, at the regular session, revision 
shall be attempted schedule hy, sched- 
ule, or by means of a general bill 
which will touch virtually all of tha 
schedules. 

Hopes of tho Democrats., 
Of cQurso the senate In tho noxt 
congress stlU will bo Republican, hut 
tho Democratic house leaders seem to 
have, implicit faith that if they roviso 
downward only such schedules as tho 
progressive Republican senators were 
in favor of revising a' year and a half 
ago, a. Democratic houso bill can bo 
put through a Republican senate. The 
Democi'atlc leaders also think that If 
their bill is ono which will appeal to 
Republican progressives and If the cuts^ 
in the duties are not too deep, the pres- 
ident may be Inclined to afllx his sig- 
nature, and thus mako their measure 
tho law of the land. 

Representative Paul Howland ot 
Ohio has Introduced a bill in congress 
asking for a federal appropriation of 
.$250,000 to secure the holding of tho 
great International Olympian games In 
this country. It Is .^nder^tood that 
the city of Cleveland, which Is Mr. 
Howland's home, is willing to raise an- 
other $250,000 for tho same purpose, 
and this means of course that It 1b 
the hope of the Ohio city that tho 
games will bo held wlthjn Its borders. 
Congress seems Just now disinclined 
to vote money for purposes of this 
kind, and frankness compels the state-, 
ment that the chances for tlio passage 
of the bill are not bright, although it 
Is understood that a good many of 
the members believe that the money 
would be well expended. 

Taft'e Journeylngs Begin Boon. 
President Taft soon will start on his 
spring and summer journeylngs.. It 
must be understood that spring begins 
early In ■Washington. It la, nothing 
unusual here for tho maples to bud 
and for tho forsythlas to put forth 
their yellow blossoms aa early as St. 
Valentine's day. 

It is tho Intentioji of the president 
to go to Springfield, 111., to attend the 
Lincoln raomorlal celebration on the 
birthday of tho martyred oresldent, 
February 12. On the way to tho cap- 
ital' of Illinois Mr. Taft will atop at Co- 
lumbus, the capital of Ohio, for a few' 
hours; He expects to bo back 1% tho 
White House on February 14. 

Four days after tho adjournment of 
congress Mr. Taft will go to Atlanta, 
Ga;,' w,hore ho will' speak before the 
southern commercial congress. From 
the Georgia city h^ will trnvel through 
Tenhesseo to Cincinnati, stopping on 
the way at Nashyllle and Chattanooga. 
It la tho intention of Mr. Taft to re- 
main In his homo town several days, 
and to go from there to Cleveland be- 
fore returning to tho White House. 

The; president already has accepted 
Invitations to visit Neiy York city and 
one or two New England cities be- 
tween March and tho time that he 
leaves for bis summer homo at BeV- 
erly, Mass. In the summbr or early, 
fall, ho expects to go through the mid- 
dle west, and ono fixed appointment 
has been made, that of a speech-making 
visit to tho Kansas state fair at 
Hutchinson toward the close of Sep- 
tember. ' f 

Hard to Cut Expenees. 
When President Taft asked the 
cabinet ofllcers ono year ago to 
cut their . cfltimateB for the ap- 
propriations for tho next 13 months 



aa^^ioBD^ji ihey could, there was a re- 
sponse 'from every department, hut 
the appropriation bills were stagger- 
ingly big neverthelOBB. This year a 
request tvos mode that another econ- 
omy trial he attempted, and response 
again came, but the bills are still big. 
and they will continue to ho because 
the expenses of the government ow- 
ing to the country's rapid growth are 
constantly IncrAisIng, 

Last week the house committee on 
naval affairs . qjit tho . ostlmatei sub- 
mitted by the navy department, an 
estimate that was several million dol- 
lars less than It had heeh In any 
year for some time. Three. yj|ars ago 
it was declared that under the then 
present rate of shlp-hulldlng and navy 
improvement generally, $139,000,000 
could be considered a fair average for 
na'vy expensca for tho ensuing five 
years. Tho house bill this year falls 
below tills estimated average . by 
about $14»000,000. ^ ,.-: 

.'Big Navy to Protect Canal? 

Tho plan Is to go on huUding two 
hattleshlps a year lintll the Panama 
cahal is completed. In view of tho 
fact that there Is a good deal of op- 
position to tho fortification of tho wa- 
terway hecauSQ It is supposed that tho 
nations of the earth will reapoot Its 
neutrality.

.May Reject Reciprocity Pact. 
It may bo that the admlnlBtration 
will have a hard timo to secure tho 
sanction of congress for Its reciprocity 
pact with Canada. It la barely possi- 
blfe, too, that it may he a little harder 
to put It through because some of^tho 
congressmen say 'Tt. Ih 'altogether, 
wholly and entirely* an administration 
measure." "' . 

What the complainants mean, by 
this Is that tho president did not go 
out of his way to consult them; about 
what ho was going to do. It Is proh- 
able that somo little resentment is foU 
because of this fact, but tho adminis- 
tration's defense is made readily 
enough; whether It ho . accepted in 
good part or not yet remains to bo 
sefcn. 

In affairs which are largely diplo- 
matic In their nature, secrecy always 
la enjoined for fear of giving offense 
to the parties to tho proposed compact 
and also to prevent the starting of a 
campaign of opposition In advance to 
the completion of the agreement. In 
either of tho countries which are par- 
ties to It. 

President Taft, it seems, thought 
that the injunction of secrecy imposed 
upon him tho duty ot keeping tho 
preliminary proceedings even from tho 
knowledge of congressmen. The 
treaty, for so It is culled, although It 
la not really a treaty, was negotiated 
-under conditions of safeguarding sel- 
dom known before. The only persons 
who knew doflnltcly what was going 
on were tho president, tho Canadian 
and the American treaty commission- 
ers, the secretary and; first assistant 
secretary of state, the premier of Can- 
ada and the members of tho tariff 
board. v ' 

Kept'Secret to the Last. 
Until tho hour when the treaty was 
made public at the state department,; 
nobody outside of the persons named, 
know anything about Its provisions, 
but a good many shrewd guesaos were 
made, and so It was that some of the 
Washington correspondents were en- 
abled, by putting this and that to- 
gether, to give their newspapers some 
light on tho subject before the day of 
the public announcement. It can bO' 
said that tho president knew, during 
all tho hours of tho negotiations, that 
provisions were going Into the agree- 
ment which would be certain to arouBo 
hostility In congress. 

Recently the story has been told of 
the determination of the commission- 
ers of tho District of Columbia to lo- 
cate a penal institution almost under 
tho shadow of Mount Vernon, the 
homo of George Washington and the 
scene of his death. Great opposition 
was aroused to the j^lan and protests 
came from all ovbr tho United States. 
The commissioners seemingly word 
Immovable from their position in tho 
matter, and the wondor was why they 
were not willing to accept some other 
Bite. • 

An explanation has come for tho de- 
termination of the officials to erect the 
Institution near Mount Vernon. It 
seems now that the fine arts commls- 
'slon, which has In hand the work of 
making a greater and a more beauti- 
ful Washington, recommended the Vir- 
ginia location to the district comimls- 
slonerv and to tho president. The 
work 'thus far done by the fine arts 
commission *h as been so commendable 
from every. point of view, that what it 
bad to say was listened to' with tho 
greatest respect and with the belief 
that its Judgment probably was sound. 
It is now probable, however, that tho 
district commissioners will reconsider 
their doterriilnatlon and that another, 
site much; nearer the city of Washing* 
toil than the one originally chosen will 
bo accepted. *

aneodotoB and 
jokes. He was not 
unawaro of the. od- 
dity ot hlfl flguro. 
and the cboracter- 
iBtlcs of lilB face. 
He came -pf a lanky race, gaunt, 
powerful pcoplo, and capable of ' 
great enduranco. Their bard Uvos 
Tvero not conducive to graco of fls- ■ 
ure or motion and their faces wore 
often Beamed and Btrongly -marked. ■ 
Climate, toil and Improper or Inauf* 
flclent food had much to do -with 
giving to tho western and Bouthcm . 
pioncera ' tho pecullarltlea of ^ form 
and: action and the facial markings 
which Idontlfl^d them geographically 
as easily aa did their apcccb. ' 

Lincoln never was ashamed of 
these things— at least iho never 
changed hia hablta when he came , 
Into national prominence, but hla 
continuance of them did not arlso 
from aftcctatlon. They were natu- 
ral to him arid ho was not 'wlUinp to- 
have one act p( manners for Wash- 
ington and another for the people 
back in Illlnoia. . 

That ho was careless of bis ap- 
pearance there waa no doubt "When 
ho sat for a photOErnpber ho never 
Etralghtcned hla tie or smoothed hla 
unkempt hair, but, llko Cromwell, 
told tho picture man to tako him 
as bo waa. He knew that a portrait 
of a "slicked up" Lincoln, as be 
would have said, would not have 
boon recognized in Sprlngflcld, and^ 
he didn't want them to think ho wna 
putting on airs bocauab they had 
elected him to, tho prcaldency. 

It waa hla. bomellneaa which per-

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■uaded tho people that he was one of them tho 
moment ho made hip appoaranco on tho plat- 
form— his homeliness and bis intimate and apt 
■ use of the almpio speech they could, understand. 
There are anecdotes which are intended to show 
that even In a community of persona not noted 
■ for' manly beauty ho was^couaidered pre-eminently 
the roverae. Yet, although this wria the aubject 
of Josta at hla oxpenao, no one thought any tho 
iGHB of him for It. This homolinoas— call It ug- 
liness It you will— or hia faco, the nwkwnrdnesfs 
of hla form, and tho ungalnilnoas of his gesturoa 
and attitudes seemed to tho pcoplo to go natu- 
rally with his goodnesa ot heart and tho BimpHc* 
lly of hla nature. . 

In their eyes when advocating tho cause of the 
oppressed and when opposing tho forces which 
would deatroy tho nation he became to many pos- 
itively hnndBome. As yeara afterward ono oM 
man "who knowed" him snJd: 

"Lota of 'era will tell you he .was homely. 
Seems to me that's about all aomo folks around 
hero- baa to toll about Abraham Lincoln. 'Vos, I 
knowed him," -thoy say. 'Ho was tho homoUeBt 
ttian In Sangamon county.' Well, now, don't, you 
make no mistake. Tho folks »that don't tell you 
nuthin' but that riover knowod Mr. Lincoln. Mob- 
bo they'd soon hlin, but they never knowed him. 
Ho wa'n't homoly. There's no donyln' ho was 
long and lean, and he didn't always stand straight, 
and ho wasn't pertlkelor about hia clothes, but 
that night up to Bloomlngton in ten minutes after 
he struck tho platform. I tell you ho waa the 
handsomest man I over aoe." 

'The month after his first election the publica- 
tion Once a AVeok In London printed the follow- 
ing pereonal sketch of Lincoln: 

"Abraham Lincoln la a gaunt giant more than 
fllx feet hlgh.strong and long limbed. Howalka slow.

prominent; hla eyebrows heavy and 
Jutting forward over amall, sunken 
blue eyes; his. nose long. 'large and 
blunt, the tip of It rather ruddy and 
slightly awry towards the right hand 
Bide; hia chin, projecting for and 
aharp, curved upward to meet a 
thick, material lower Up. which 
hung downward; , his cheeks wore 
nabby, and the loose skin fell in 
wrinkles or folds; there was a largo 
mole on his right cheek and an un- 
commonly prominent' Adam's apple 
on hia throat; his hair was dark 
brown in color, atiff, unkempt, and 
as yet showing little or no sign of 
advancing age or trouble; hla com- 
plexion was very dark, his akin yel- 
low, ahrlvelcd and "leathery." la 
^ short, to use the language of Mr. 
Hemdon, "he waa a thin, tall, wiry, 
grisly raw-boned man," "looking 
woe-struck." His countenance waa 
haggard and careworn, exhibiting all 
tho marks of deep and protracted 

suffering. 

Every feature ot .tho man— tho 
hollow eyes, with tho dark rings be- 
neath; the long, sallow, cadaverous 
faco. intersected by. those peculiar 
deep lines; his whole air. hla walk, 
his lone. Bllcnt reveries, broken at 
long intervals by audden and start- 
ling exclamations, aa if to confound 
an observer who might suspect the 
nature of his thought— showed ho 
was a man of sorrows— not sorrowa 
of today or yesterday, but long treas- 
ured and deep— bearing with him 
a continual sense of weariness and 
nnln Ho wos a plalu, homely, sad, weary-looking 
m^n tfwrom one's heart warmed Invoiuntarlly, 
bLcauso hrseemcd at once mlaerablo and kind 

James B Fry, who became Intimately acquaint- 
ed wUh Lincoln early in tho latter's political ca- 
reer! aaya Lincoln waa tall and thin; bis ong 
bones were.unlted by large i^^'^taand be had a ong 
heck arid an angular faco and head. Many 1U«^ 
nesses represent hia faco well enough, but nona 
that I have ever seen do justice to tho awkward- 
ness and ungainllncss of hla figure. His feel, 
hanging loosely to bla ankles, were prominent 
objects, but his hands. were more conaplcuous even 
than hla feet-due perhaps to the fact that cere- 
mony at tlmca compelled him to- clothe them In 
white kid gloves, whicb always fitted looBo^y- 
Both in tho height of conversation and in the depth 
of reflection his .hand now and then ran over or 
supported hla head, giving his hair habitually a dls- 

ordered .aspect • , . „ u.^t 

His expression In repose waa sad and dull, nui 
his ever-recurring humor, at short intervals, Hashed 
forth with tho brilliancy of an electric light I 
observed hut two well denned expressions In his 
countenance; one that of a pure, thoughtful, hon- 
est man, absorbed -by a sense of duty and respon- 
sibility; tho other, that of a bum'orls.t so full of fun 
that ho could not keep It all in. . His power of 
analysis 'was wonderful. Ho strengthened every 
case he stated and no anecdote or joke ever lost 
force or effect from his tolling. 

Apropos of his largo feet there la an anecdote 
told of Lincoln when he 'was in the leglalaturo: 
He had walked his hundred mll^s to Vandalla, In 
1830. as ho had In 1834, and when tho sesalon 
closed ho walked homo again. A gentleman of 
Menard county romembera meeting him and. a de- 
tachment of tho "long nine" on their' way home. 
They •wsro air mounted except Lincoln, who had 
thus far kept up with them on foot If he had any 
money ho was hoarding It for more important pur- 
the iraproasion left poBes than that of saving leg weariness and

Tall, strong, lithe and smiling, Abe tolled 
on as a farm laborer, mule driver, sheep feeder, 
doer killer, woodcutter, and, Jastly, aa boatman 
on tho watora of the Wabash and the Mlsslsnlppt 
Another English writer in describing the pres- 
ident la still more realistic than his countryman 
when ho says; 

s "To say that ho Is ugly is nothing;' to add that 
his nguro Is grotesque Is to convoy no adequate 
Impression. Fancy a many six" feet high, and 
then out of proportion; with long bony arms and 
legs, wliich somehow seem to bo always In tho 
way; with great rugged, furrowed bands, which 
grasp you llko a vIbo when ahaking yours; with 
a long cnaggy neck and a chest too .narrow Jor 
the great arms nt 'Its side.' ' ^

The IlUnbla Central railroad alone 
I has grabbed 400 acrea In the city's 
, front yard and tlio attorney general 
should sue to . recover Its value and 
perhaps revoke tho company's charter. 
The Chicago river has been camped 
on illegally from" end to end by great 
corporations and business houses. 
, These aro a few of the conclusions 
reached by the Cblperfield .committee 
which waa appointed by the Forty- 
alxth general asBombly to Investlgato 
submerged lands In tho state. After 
almost two years of exhaustive labor 
'the committee baa compllCfl Its report, 
which consists of IC largo typewritten 
volumes and which is accompanied by 
two maaslye chests filled with maps, 
photographs, documents and records. 
Bald statements and verbose 
charges are not relied on by the com- 
mittee to support tho truth of their 
flndlnga. With all tho care of expert 
lawyera preparing a case for court the 
legal questions Involved have been 
gone Into and hundreds of pages In 
'the report consist ot supremo court 
decisions, legislative enactments and 
what amounts practically to complete 
legal briefs. 

And with no beating around the 
bush or technical equivocation, the 
committee makes the unqualified state- 
ment that tho reclaimed empire stolen 
from the people can^ bo recovered. 
Strong recommendation la made that 
proceedings be started immediately. 
So comprehensive Is tho report In 
the belief of lawyers who have seen 
It that any ordinary member of the 
bar could walk into court with It un- 
der his arm nnd turn the state of 
Illinois upside down. 

Allusion Is made to "tho amazing 
Indifference by the city of Chicago on 
this subject, which has deprived the 
people ot wonderful opportunities to 
obtain places of resort and accommo- 
dation for public purposes that other- 
wise might easily have been theirs. 
• "Chicago up to this time." the re- 
port continues, , "has deliberately 
thrown away Its opportunities In this 
direction and to a very surprising de- 
gree la absolutely indifferent as to 
whether or not any reclamation of 
these lands can be made." 

DIscuaslon of the Illinois Central In- 
cludes this: 

"It is a history which reads like a 
romance as to how the nilnols Cen- 
tral, starting In with a strip ot.200 
feet In width from the city limits 
northward, has continued to grasp and 
extend until now substantially 400 
acres of the moat valuablo land ot 
the city of Chicago are in Us poases- 
alon. 

"When the achlevementa In this di- 
rection of this company are consid- 
ered it makes the choicest depreda- 
tions ot Captain Kldd look like an 
amateur performance. 

"Without question It has allowed 
commercial considerations of gain and 
profit In the making and aelllng ot 
lands to Infiuence Its course and to 
direct its policy. It has not carried 
out the provisions of its charter. It 
,haB not dealt In good faith with the 
people of tho atate of Illlnoia and in 
the opinion of thla committee Its char- 
ter Is pubject to revocation." 

No total estimate of the value ot 
the stolen lands Is set forth In the re- 
port,' but Representative Cblperfield 
has figured that the committee traced 
filled land grabbed from the people of 
a total value ot a quarter of a billion. 
The committee only had a $15,000 ap- 
.proprlation to work on,' however, and 
Chairman Cblperfield and his col- 
leagues believe that if they could have 
followed the loads at band they would 
have unearthed at least $500,000,000 
in grabs. 

Cblperfield spent $5,000 of his own 
money compiling tho report In addi- 
tion to tho gigantic Chicago seizures 
thousands ot grabbed acrea were ' 
foimd in various sections of the state 
— river land, slough land, lake land, 
dock property and hunting preserves. 
Tho greatest offenders outside Chi- 
cago la held to bo the Wiggins Ferry 
company at East St Louis, and tho 
Cairo Trust company Is accused of 
having squatted on the entire river 
front af Cairo. Numerous offenders 
were found on the Desplalnes, Illlnoia, 
Mississippi, Ohio and Wabash rivers. 
Tho Pullman company and tho Knick- 
erbocker Ice company at tho southern 
end of Chicago aro In tho list of al- 
leged illegal holders.

Judge May Prcvent-^nnullment of Trust 
Deed of Price Properly 

Monday afternoon in circuit court, 
Attorney Peter Fisher of Kenoaba. and 
Judge D. L. Jones, of Waukegan, ap- 
peaong for the bondsmen of Fred Ames, 
and sought to get Judge Donnelly to 
prevent the annullment of tho deeds 
whereby former Deputy County Trea- 
surer L. C. Price transferred to Orvis 
& Bcaubien, his property in Lake 
county in connection with the county 
treasury shortage. 

From the start, Attorney Pope* in- 
sisted that Price's property should be 
returned to him, claiming that the pro- 
perty was signed over on the assump- 
tion that tliore was a shortage in the 
term of Price when he was treasurer, 
Fisher, Beaubien and Jones, however, 
contended that they claimed the pro- 
perty was turned over on the assumption 
that the ehortoge was during Price's 
teem as deputy. 

Mr. Fisher addressed the court and 
insisted that the property be held as it 
is pending further developments in the 
case, explaining that the county bonds- 
men were entitled to protection such as 
the holding of Price's property means 
to them» for, in the Hnal settlement, 
they expect to show that Price was 
accountable to Ames for certain moneys 
and seeing that Price transferred the 
property to protect Ames, they (the 
bondsman will, benefit through Price's 
property having been turned in for that 
purpose. 

Judge Donnelly seemed to feel from 
the outset that the Price property was 
merely held in trust to protect Ames 
and felt that he should not at this time 
enter order annulling the deed. Attor- 
ney Fisher asked more time to prepare 
a bill, explaining thathe would havedone 
so had he been more familiar with the 
procedure in the Lake county courts. 
Judge Donnelly held that it was not up 
to him at this tifne to pass on the point 
as to whether Price transferred the 
property under the beleif he wos pro- 
tecting himself for its term or whether 
he transferred it to protect Ames whose 
deputy he was, for any shortage he 
(Price) may have been accountable for 
during the Ames term. 

Following these arguments .Judge 
Donnelly finally granted Attorney Fish- 
er, leave to file their petition for leave 
to intervene in the suit of L. C. Price 
vs J. K, Orvis by which Price seeks to 
to recover the propety he deeded Orvis 
following the disclosures of the shortage 
in Ames ofiice. 

The judge will look over the petition 
which they will file and if he allows it to 
stand, then the bondsmen become 
directly interested as parties to the suit 
of Price vs. Orvis and their counsel 
will do all they can to keep title away 
from Price of the property he turned 
over. 

In case in the final show-down, it is 
found that the contention of Orvis & 
Beaubein is right that Price turned the 
property over to theni to protect 
Ames on the assumption that he (Price) 
was accountable for some of the short- 
ago, then Orvis holds the Price property 
to protect Ames: in case leave is grant- 
ed to the bondsmens to intervene then 
the property is held to protect the bonds- 
men. 

The whole action is one of the most 
important yet taken in the court in the 
shortage matter and, judging from the 
tone of the judge in court, his pre- 
sent impression is that Price's property 
must be held either to protect Ames or 
the bondsman, which, if true, would lead 
to the conclusion that the judge feelrf 
the clain made that Price also was ac- 
countable for some of the ahortnge, is 
based on evidence which may be pro- 
duced later.

MENTS TO JUAREZ. 



MORE SOLDIERS EN ROUTE 



Robol Leader's Delay May Precli/do 
Taking of Border City— Reported 
That Regulars Lost 170 Killed at 
Bancho Fight. 



' El Paso, Tex.— Amid tho joyCul 
BhoutB of tho populace, .Colonel Raba- 
go and his command of 300 federal 
troops ontcred tho city of Juares Sim- 
day evening' without molestation by 
the revohttlonists who had threatened 
to take tho town. 

' The star of tho Insurrecto loader, 
Pasqual Orozco, who was to occupy 
the city of Juarez by sunrise Sunday 
morning, appears to bo on tho wane. 
His policy of delay bus enabled rein- 
forcements to reacli Juarez, and the 
probability of taking that city Is now 
considered much more remote than 
it was heretofore. 

Other reinforcements, In tho shape 
of General Navarro's column, aro en 
route from Chihuahua, and It is ex- 
pected hero that thfi federals will bo 
ublo to hoid the city and that, know- 
lug this, the Insurrectoa will retire. 

There Is a rumor that tho Insurrec- 
toa are near Juarez, but this cannot 
* be verified. 

Tho net result In killed and wound- 
fid of a battle at Bauche between Oroz- 
co and Rabago Is not known. Tho fed- 
eral loss cannot bo learned, but It was 
reiwrtod 370 had bean killed. 

A Red Cross train returned with 30 
men and children refugees, picked up 
hear tho scene of battle, and the offi- 
cials reported they could not roach 
the battleground because the federals 
refused to recognize the Red Cross 
flag. 

The regular passenger train over 
the Juarez division of tho aiexlco 
>^orthwestern railway was ditched by 
DToico's force of Insurgents In a small 
cut at Buache, ton miles south of Jua- 
rez, Saturday night 

The Insurgents, who were stationed 
within 200 yards of the scene, Imme- 
aiatflly made an examination, because 
Ihe train had not been stopped when 
signaled, causing them to suspect that 
Rabago'a federals were on the train. 
The examination proved that the train 
ontained IS cars and Orozco ordered 
lis men to lire a valley into the air 

develop what part of the train was 
occupied by soldiers, aa he had been 
Warned that many might bo on tho 
train. 

1 Men began to jump off tho train and 
Drozco, not being able to distinguish 
who were soldiers awi who were not, 
ordered another harmless volley fired. 
The Insurrectos Immediately retired 
to watch tho situation until daylight, 
thus giving all noncombatants and 
prdmen and children timo to get out 
5f the way. 

At 0:30 a. m. Orozco saw soldiers on 
the embankment getting their break- 
fast with n guard a«d a skirmish lino 
3ut in front and one machine gun 
aiounted behind the embankment. Ho 
immediately ordered a charge to de- 
velop the strength of the federals and 
Ihe latter replied with vigor. 

There were no casualties on the 
[nsurrecto side, but two ot tho federal 
iklrmish line were seen to fall. 

Rabago had about 400 men In the 
trenches and the battle continued all 
lay, which resulted In heavy losses on 
30th aides. Ho escaped from tho po- 
jltlon In which he had been hemmed 
p by the Insurgonta and began slowly 
lo make bis way tov;ard Juarez, fol- 
lowed by tho Insurrectos, harassing 
3la rear guard. 



GARMENT STRIKE OFF 

UNION OFFICIALS OFIDER WORK- 
, ERS TO SEEK fLACES. 



Action la Praotlcally Unconditional 

Surrender— Houses Will Treat With 

Employes As Individuals. 



Chicago.— After twenty weeks of 
bitter struggle the garment workers* 
strike Is called off. 

Realizing that it would bo useless 
longer to continue tho^truggle the ox- 
ecutlvo committee of the strike com- 
mittee of thirty-five took oction or- 
derlpg tho long drawn out light against 
tho "association" clothing houses at 
an end. 

Tho action was taken quietly at a 
session of tho commlUee and with the 
sanction of President Thomas A. Ulck- 
ort ot tho United Garment Workers 
of America. Tho action was tanta- 
mount to a declaration of uncondi- 
tional surrender. 

At tho close of tliQ meeting word 
was passed out among the strikers 
that tho v/alkout was at an end and 
that all pickets were withdrawn from 
the strikebound shops. Tho announce- 
ment wns received without demonstra- 
tions of any kind, and It was said to 
be practically certain that the re- 
mainder of tho strikers will apply for 
their old places as Individuals. 

Tho effect of calling the strike off 
will be that: Tho strikers must return 
to work in tho shops of the "associa- 
tion" houses as Individuals. The open 
shop policy of the employes will bo 
maintained, and all grievances, If any, 
will bo adjusted by the employers with 
each Individual employe. 

Action of terminating tho strike was 
token without consulting with Presi- 
dent John FiUpatrick of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor and Mrs. Ray- 
mond Robins, president of tho Wom- 
en's Trade Union league, principal 
leaders of the strike and heads of 
tho joint strike conference hoard. 



RUSSIAN ADMITS KILLING 40 



Cholera Bacilli Used by Slayer and 

His Operations May Have 

Caused Epidemic. 

St. Petersburg. — By tho confession 
of Doctor Pantchcnko, the notorious 
poisoner. It was developed Thursday 
that aristocratic Russians had paid 
sums as high as 5250,00? to rid them- 
selves of creditors and other undesir- 
able persons by tho poison route, 

Pantchenko was arrested with 
Count O'Brien Do Laasy. some time 
ago charged with tho murder of tho 
count's brother-in-law, VqsbIIH Boutur- 
lln. heir to esUtes valued at ?3.500,000. 
In order that tho property might be 
Inherited by Countess De Lnsay. 

Pantchcnko conf«fiscd his guilt, but 
set up tho defense that he committed 
the crimo while under tho hypnotic 
Influence of the count. 

The whole empire is InteresTe3 la 
the case because of tho wholesale con- 
fession made by Pantchenko. Every 
mysterious death of recent years Is 
recalled and there are rumors that 
the poisoner may have been engaged 
to cause tho death ot members of tho 
royal family. Ho has admitted that ho 
made a business of killing for hire, 
heirs, rivals in love. Insistent creditors 
and, in fact, any undesirable persons 
whose enemy was prepared to pay lib- 
erally for their sudden taking oft. 

The poison doctor, according to the 
police, has admitted causing about 
forty deaths, his fees running as high 
as $250,000 for a single assassination. 
His method was to Inoculate tho pa- 
tient with cholera /bacilli after he had 
been called to tho bcdsldo In his pro- 
fessional capacity. Ho Is now cred- 
ited by some with having originated 
tho cholera epidemic of a few yeafs 
ago.

KING'S HONOR IS CLEARED

W'aahlngton* .— The hardest blow 
struck In tho senate for tho unseating 
of Senator ^yIllIam Lorlmer was deliv- 
ered Friday by Ellhu Root of. New 
York. Tho New York senator de- 
clared that Mr. Lorlmer holds his of- 
flcG as tho result of bribery and should 
not be permitted longer to hold his 
place in the chamber. 

Tho New York senator held the un- 
divided attention of his colleagues as 
he diBcuBsed the report of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, by 
which Mr. Lorlmer was ' exonerated. 
Mr. Root's position had been a ques- 
tion of much speculation, and so high 
la tho esteem in whlcii his opinion is 
held that It Is known that some mem- 
bers of the senate have held In abey- 
ance their own opinions until they 
could hoar from him. 

The speaker lost Ilttlo time In^ Indi- 
cating, the concIuslDn ho had reached, 
which was entirely antagonistic to Mr. 
Lorlmer. Ho took- the position that 
,the investigation committee had been 
at fault in permitting either the at- 
torney for Mr. Lorlmer or the attor- 
ney for tho Chicago Tribune to direct 
Its course In the matter of connect- 
ing Mr. Lorlmer with the corruption 
of members of tho Illinois loglslature, 
but agreed that even in the face of 
Its faults in this respect the commit- 
tee had obtained sufllclent evidence 
effectually to taint and invalidate the 
election. 

Citing the resolution uWder which 
the Inquiry was directed, Mr. Root 
sold that the committee had failed to 
find the testimony sufllclent to Justi- 
fy the conclusion that Mr. Lorlmer's 
seat had been rendered Invalid by the 
employment of corrupt methods or 
practices. 

"It Is fair to infer," he said, "that 
tho committee was of the opinion that 
corrupt methods and practices were 
resorted to, but that their legal effect 
was not such as to Invalidate Mr. Lor- 
lmer's election. This view is sus- 
tained by the testimony before us and 
I regret to say that, after an examina- 
tion of this testimony, I am con- 
strained to disagree with tho members 
of the committee." 

Baying that ho had been forced to 
this conclusion with deep regret on 
account of both his respect for the 
members of tho committee and of re- 
gard for Mr. Lorimer, Senator Root 
said that ho had been Impelled to 
reach an adverse view in tho Interest 
of the state of Illinois and of the 
country at large. 

, "I cannot," ho said, most earnestly, 
"come to any different conclusion." 



Washington. — Tho amended ship 
subsidy bill, known as the Gallin- 
gor substitute for the ocean mall bill, 
was passed by tho senate through 
tho aaslatanco of Vlce-Prosldent Sher- 
man, who cast the deciding vote. 
Tho vote was 39 to 39. 

Senator Stone re-offered a substi- 
tute, whicli, was defeated, 35 to 40. 
Vice-President Sherman' again had to 
break n tie on tho final passage of tlie 
bill. Tho vote was 39 to 39, and Mr. 
Sherman voted for tho bill. 

It provides for a bounty of 54 and $2 
a mile respectively to American ships 
of tho second and third class operat- 
ing between American ports and ports 
of China, Japan, Australia and South 
American ports south of tho equator.

Ships operat- 
ing from lyorth Atlantic ports. In or' 
dor to receive the bounty provldetl for, 
are required to touch at least ono 
port ot call on ttfe Atlantic coast south 
of Cape Charles, for mall, freight and 
paasengers.

W. Weathers to no, 
of Strathclalr, thrcBhod' 5,000 bushels 
of oata from 9G acrea. John Oon- 
zUla, of Gllllea, about twenty-fivo miles 
west of Uosthcrn, Sask., had 180 bush- 
elG from 3 acrea of wheat. Jlr. Gon- 
zllla's general averago of crop wao 
over 40 bushels to tho acre. Ben 
CrulGC, a neighbor, averaged 45 bush- 
els 10 the acre from 23 acrea. W. A. 
Hose, ot the Waldorholm district, 
threahod 6,000 bushels of wheat from 
240 acrea, an average of 25 biiahels, 
100- acres was on summer fallow and 
averaged 33 bushcla. Ho had also an. 
average of CO bushels of oata to the 
acre on ia GO-acro field. Wm. Lehman, 
who baa a farm closo to Rosthern, 
had an average ot 27 huahcls to tho 
acre on CO acres of. summer fallow.
